Execution of Wagner, the Murderer 
of Sheehan, at Columbus,

Fights Like a “maniac on the Gal- 
dows— Wagner’ s Crime—First Hang- 
ing in the Penitentiary.

Convmsvs, Ono, July 81.— Valentine Wagner, a 
German of Morrow County, was executed at the 
Ohio penitentiary this morning for the killing of 
his brother-in-law, Daniel Sheehan, on December 18, 
1882. This was the first hanging to take place at 
the Ohio Penitentiary under the new law requiring 
that all éxecutions in the State shall take place at 
he prison. The trouble between Wagner and 
Sheehan was of long standing, and of a family 
mature, and on the date named Wagner went to 
Sheehan's house and told him that he had come to 
kill him, and immediately drew a revolver and shot 
him, and fired again when he tried to escape. The 
trials were long and tedious, the Supreme Court 
affirming the judgment of the lower court, and the 
Cirenit Court also affirming the judgment of the 
Common Pleas Court, and fixing the day of execu- 
tion for July 31. The Governor had been 
sought to interfere on all mannerof grounds, but 
refused to do so after making a complete study of 
the case. He telegraphed from Alliance at 11 o'clock

8 r and mother, each over 80 yéars of 
age, and a wife and seven children. They took 
their final leave of him yesterday afternoon, and 
the scene was a most affecting one. 
THE EXECUTION. 

The execution took place within the prison, ina 
place prepared for all executions, and in the pres- 
ence of not more than twelve or fifteen witnesses. 
Shortly after 2 o'clock the Sheriff's party entered 
the reception room and waited while the ministers 
were with Wagner. When the time came for the 
march to the gallows, Wagner was entirely over- 
come. He begged piteously to be saved. He had 
almost to be carried to the trap, and when there 
tried to lie down, begging all the time to be spared. 
It was with the greatest difficulty that the officers 
could prepare him and adjust the noose. He strug- 
led like a maniac. The trap fell at 2:15 and the 
man died instantly. Four minutes later the body 
was cut down. .

He said the members who 
opposed the bill would have to answer to their con- 
stituents. This brought Hopwood up and he angrily 
charged the Home Secretary with 
USING INDECENT LANGUAGE. 
He was promptly called to order by the Speaker, 
and apologized. Then he attacked the bill strongly, 
saying it was‘the result of a panic produced by the 
so-called revelations of a vile Harcourt 
replied that the bill was drafted years ago 
Cavendish Bentinck caused a sensation by saying 
that this was a most flagrant instanceof political 
immorality on the part of the late Home Secretary. 
He was pressing on the Opposition a bill 
which he did not pass when in power. 
He declared the present attempt to hurry legislation 
reflected disgrace on all the front bench and great- 
est disgrace on Cross. The House listened with good 
humor and laughed gnd cheered ironically. Neither 
Hopweod, Warton nor Bentinck isaman of any 
weight.

To the Editor of the Republican: 

When your reporter caiied on me to-day for a

Incompetent Marshals Delaying Work in 
the First District Police Court.

POOL PROBLEMS. 


Does Pooling Protect the Railroads 
and Help Bysiness? 


——6ä7—— — 


Pools a Recent Invention and Still 
Only an Experiment—Many Failures 
~Bureaus of Statistics—The Pools 
Which Affect St. Louis Trade— 
Junction Pools”—St. Louis and Its 
Railroad Pools. 


The pool problem is at present one of the heaviest 
with which American railroads have to wrestle. 
The necessity for pooling (er the apparent necessi- 
ty, for it has not yet been proven that pooling is 4 
perfect way of meeting the difficulty) arose from 
the inability to maintain rates to competitive 
points Roads were constantly underbidding one 
another for every good shipment of freight that 
offered, with the ultimate result of carrying the 
freight at less than cost, sometimes for nothing and 
sometimes for even less than that. It is not so 
many yearsago that a certain merchant in this 
city, having a large quantity of freight in prospect 
for shipment to New York, met on the street the 
representative of the road that did 
most of his business and asked 


him for a rate on 100 tons of freight for shipment 
during the month. Rates were demoralized, and 
many of the roads quoting preposterously low fig- 
ures. The manager, fearful of losing the business, 
made an offer of a certain rate, which was immedi- 
ately snapped up. Then the shipper sat down and 
figured out that, after paying him 244 cents per 100 
pounds rebate, as per contract forthe season 
signed and sealed, and after paying terminal and 
trausfer c in New York, the road would not 
on y be carrying the freight for notning, but giving 
a bonus of 2, cents per 100 pounds for 2 
The manifest absurdity ef this state of affairs soon 
set the wiser heads to devising some means of 

they had 
been making from time to time. This was 
in A since that year, when the 
first pool was organized, the system has been grow- 
ing until it has assumed enormous propo . The 
pool offices throughout the country employ in ail 
several thousand clerks, and the expense of main- 
— these bureaus of statistics, as they are now 
considered, cuts quite a figure in the outlay of the 
freight department of a big . “Bureaus of 
statistics’ they are now termed, because it has 
been determined within the past year that as a 
factor in the maintenance of rates between the 
centers of trade they are not to be taken into ac- 
count. Rates throughout the eountry have, within 
the past three months,been about as badly demoral- 
ized as possible, and the bankruptcy of * 
companies, and the number of bankrupted 
roads in tne past year is very large, may be at- 
tributed largely to the utter inability to maintain 
rates On a —— basis. 

Ihe pool offices, and particularly those of Com- 
missioner Fink, in New Yor« City, send out much 
va uable information as to the business done by tae 
pooled lines, the business in and out of certain 
large cities, etc. The records of Fink's office, em- 
bracing, as they do, shipments and receipts of every 
conceivable articie of freight by the largest lines in 
tae country for several years, are of immense 
value. It was for this reason that when the trunk 
line pool practically went to pieces a mont or two 
since, it was agreed to continue the office and 
make regular reports as usual, that no hiatus shoud 
occur in the records. 

Tuat the pooling system, however, is at present 
viewed by railroad men as the only system for the 
maintenance of rates is proven vy the recent at- 
tempts to legalize ls. A bill was presented to 
the Missouri Legislature at its last session author- 


izing to pool their earnings, but it was 
defeated.

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SITE OF THE TOMB. 
New Lon, July 31.—The spot which has been 
selected for the resting place of Gen. Grantis the 


‘highest point in Riverside Park on à bluff over 


loeking the Hudson river. The mon- 
ument, when empleted will be visible from 
two States, and from the river for many miles in 
both directions. The park has been used very lit- 
tle as a public resort, and while it isin the city is 
oomparatively retired from the rush and bustle of 
business and pleasure. Since it has been chosen 
the park has been visited by thousands 
of people who have viewed the 
site of the tomb. All the beauty which the spot 
possessts comesfrom its natural advantages, as 
lithe improvement has been made on the original 
ground, and the park will have to be built around 
the tomb. This part of the park really amounts to 
little more than a large burial lot. The spot 
is most unsightly at present, as new soil 
is piled about, half completed 
excavations may be seen and piles of curbing and 
pipes are scattered around. The park property at 


this peint is only about 200 feet in width, and is 
nearly opposite the end of One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth street. The highest promoatory, 
within a short distance of the Claremont Hotel, has 
been selected as the place for the perma- 
nent tomb, while a second knoll, some 200 
feet south has been selected for the temporary 
vault. Itisin the extreme northern end of the 
park, betweén Riverside drive and the river. The 
drive is a beautiful one, and gives some of the finest 
views on the Hudson and of the surrounding 
country. The river rolls away to the north, 
and the boats may de seen shooting 
hither and thither on thesurface. There are many
